Political Party Warfare- 

To tlie exclusive rcadov of tlio Op- 
position journals tliQ party iio\y i:i 
power in Caunda miglit appear iioitber 
more nor losa than an orgnnizcd ban- 
ditti, ready to aell tlicir country or 
destroj it as might most servo their 
selfish and dialjolical purposes. Those 
who read tlie organs of the "Ins" na 
v?olI as the ' 'Outs" will very likely ex- 
pcrioiico difliculty in diBcrimiuating 
betweeu right and Tvrong, truth and 
.error,< That it is important rts well as 
'jJrofJfer British Columbia should culti- 
vate such knowledge of Canadian poli- 
tics an may enable her the better to 
aut her part an a Province of the Do- 
mimon and aToid becoming a mere 
shutfcle-coclc between the ' 'Ins" ond 
the "Outs," is quita clear. The rail- 
way question , at the present time so 
universally agitating the Canadian peo- 
ple, serves as an illustration. The 
late Administration broke down in an 
attempt to build a trans-continental 
railway in conformity with obligations 
which became necessary in couse- 
qnenco of extension to the Pacific; and 
they bequeathed an impossiblo and 
broken covenant to their successors. 
The present Administration took the 
Aiifiouity up in whatmust at any rate 
V6 admitted to have been an honest, 
outspoken spirit. They said in ell'ect, 
^?Here is an obligation, we admit; but 
•we have always contended that it was 
impossible of literal fulfilhuout; it 
has been already broken by our pro- 
decesspra, tjie party who made it des- 
pite our protestations; nevertheless, we 
recognize the ohlipation of Canada to 
construofc the railway; but in seeking 
to fulfil that obligation, wo must jiro- 
ceed according to obvious rules of 
prudence and economy." Accordingly 
the Railway^Act, 1874, was submitted 
to Parliame'nt, and it passed through 
the various stages by overwhelming ma- 
jorities. No sooner, however, was the 
xailv^'ay policy of the new Administra- 
tion disclosed than a cry arose in the 
decimated ranks of a demoralized Op- 
p<)sitipii th#the grand national enter- 
pifise had been ■virtually abandoned, 
British -RoLnmbia cheated and, worst 
oi all, Canada sold to tlie Yankees by 
the connection proposed to be made 
with their railway system at Manitoba. 
The cry was to a certain extent catch- 
ing, and' it "was re-»":choed on the shores 
of the Pacific by some who found it 
enisier to join in a cry than examine 
into the justness of it. It was so kind 
of the "Mail" and other Oppo.sition 
journals to espouse the cause of the 
Pacific Province, as agamst Canada as 
a whole, that it "was easy to warm to 
the Opposition. The speeches and 
the divisions m- the House of Com- 
mons proved but toia clearly, however, 
that the cry was a more hollow howl 
cf a fallen party, — that they tlionisel- 
ves did notdare to advocate more than 
the new AdminiHtration offered to un- 
dertake. Nay, on the contrary, a pro- 
minent member of the lato Adminis- 
tration was found denouncing Iho ex- 
treme liberality of Mr. Mackenzio's 
proposition! An esuminatioii into do- 
cumentary evidence that cannot be 
disputed will tend to show that the 
cry got up by the Opposition was as 
groundless as hypocritical. The rea- 
der has already been informed that it 
was the late Administration who umde 
into an Act of Parliament the provis- 
ion now and for the lirst time coni- 

Elained of, viz, that the railway was to 
e built in such manner as not to in- 
crease the, then, present rate of taxa- 
tion. Not only was this jiroviso made 
into an Act of Parliament by the late 
Administration, but they also cmhodi- 
ed it in the Bail way Charter which was 
to ''haire force and effect as if it were 
an Act of Parliament of Canada." Did 
British Columbia, the party most immo- 
diately iutercated, coiui)luin or iirolest? 
Ontho contrary, she not only gave unan- 
imous conseat .through her roproson- 
tativea in both Houses of Ffcrliament; but 
through her prosa'and otherv/iso, slio al- 
most dotifeJ the authors of it. J?ut it 
would now seem, according to some, that, 
what was right and in'aisewortliy in Sir 
John ^[acdonald ia an outinKo and a sin 
m Mr. Mackenzie; that wliat wa.'i perfectly 
proper for tholoi'mor to do. Ijoouines dis- 
graceful "repudiation" in tlio hands of 
the latter. But let us see how far it is 
correct to say that Mr. Maokenzio has ro- 
eaactod tho pi oviso which came down to 
him from the hands of his predecessors; 
and in order tliat tho render may bo 
placed in a fair position to do his ovn 
tkiaking, we transcribe ilie parogrrapha 
of tlSiB new Railway Act in h<ec verba: —

In conolusiou, a wor(t respecting thogen- 
ornl (piostion of time. It ia strictly . t^'UO 
that tlio former Administration undertook 
tbo coninieiicQnjout in two years and tlio 
conipletion in ton years from tho dalo of 
Union; but it is equally trno thnt they 
broke their nnKn.oonuMit as lospoets tho 
first [and that thoy contoinplitla.l break- 
ing it iiH roy;ard,s tho second. In tho Clmr- 
toi-.whioii roooivcd all the force of an Act, 
•wo hnd the following ominous words: — 
"aud shall complete the whole luilwuy 
within ten yenra from tho said twentieth 
day of July, 1871, unless tho last mention- 
ed period shall bo enlarged by act of Par- 
liament," etc., etc. Prom this it is obvi- 
ous that tho nece.ssit.v for au oxteusion of 
timo was nutioipntod from the flrat. But 
it is statod that, whilo in London, Sir 
Hugh Allan obtained Kir John Macdon- 
nld's promise that tho timo would bo ox- 
toudod live jears, that ia to lifteon yoars, 
and that, too, without either Parliameut 
or Columbia being consultod. In sober 
trnth.oaref nl investigation into facts tonds 
to shoM' that all this outcry against the 
present Administration is only Opposition 
clap-trap and bugaboo, luaniifuctnred 
purely for party purposes. Of conrso, if 
British (Jolunibin can bo indueed to join 
in the claoior it may in some dcgroo aid 
tho Opposition in their dosperato and 
moat unscrupulous efforts to embarrass 
tho present Administration in carrying 
out what seouis to be an honest jjoliey; 
but it is, indeod, diflioiilt to discover in 
what way this I'roviuco ia to bo benefit- 
ted thereby.

own hand, with a set of verses, lii.s own 
composition, which he desired to be 
given to me in token of his gratitude 
for luy exertions at 'his trial. WelK 
the confession and tho wliolo book 
were a tissue of absolute lies — not of 
mistakes, or exaggerations, or fancies, 
hnt of sheer and intended lies. And 
they all had one object - to mnke liiin 
appear a greater villain thiui lie already 
was. Having taken to tlio profossion 
of crime, ho wished to be at the head 
of it. Ho wanted to die a great man. 
He tliereforo made himself commit 
crimes of all sorts, which, as was as- 
certained by inquiry, were never com- 
mitted at all. A strange pride; yet 
not withont precedent, and in nobler 
walks of criminal ambition. "'

Syiucusk, K. r., Juno 2H. — During tho 
progress of a strawberry festival in tho 
parlors of tho Central Baptist Church 
this evening, tho floor suddenly gave way 
and precipitated thojieoiilc into tho story 
below. The parlors wore on tho Kocord 
lloor ami the rooms underne.ith w.n-e full. 
The iiremon were immediately summoned 
and thousands of people crowded around 
tho place. There were about 250 peoplo 
killed and 200 aro injured, some danger- 
ously. Tho acoiie in tho streets around 
the church balUcs description. Thou- 
sands uro gatliercd thore asking nftor 
frienils, wailing for tho dead and attend- 
ing the injured. The dro department were 
called out and took charge of tho work of 
recovering tho dead and wounded. Tho 
broken timbers were removed with tho 
greatest difliculty. Tho front and sides 
of the church ilid not fall, but they wero 
seriously damaged. A few minutos be- 
fore tho door gave way it trembled so 
that many persons loft tho room fearing 
an accident, wdiich had been predicted 
by many. The accident was caused by 
tiio giving w;iy of a joist lliiXt sup[)orted 
the llaor. The joist ran from both sides 
of tho room to a cross stringer, tho mid- 
dle of which was supported by iron rods 
from the roof. Tho stringer gave way, 
pulling tho coiling and roof down upon 
tho iieople and ijreciiiitating them into 
the room below.

."Alladieal," writing from London

It is mQlauoholy tOAoe a . yopng 'man 
I'ising before an expectant audience, 

conscious of .speaking power, with a 
speech carefully prepared, uud to hear 
his choicest sentences and most fervid 
expressions treated with derision aud 
scorn. This wns tho spoctaelo present- 
ed ill tho House of Commons on Mon- 
day night, aud tho victim was Mr. E. 
Jonkius, the member for Dundee, 
(iai;i;.l,or-at-law, and better known to 
tlm world as tho author of such clever, 
out.spolctui works as "Giivx's ]:!abv," 
"Little Ilodgc," "Lord Bantam," &e. 
Mr. Jenkins with remarkable rapidity 
has secured tho bad graces of bis bro- 
ther members, T am sorry for liini, 
for his heart is in tho ri;;ht iilaee, and 
his iirinciples if crolclioty are sound, 
lie is a very fashionably dressed man, 
and is not guilty of a spock from crown 
to foot. Xutsvithstanding that ho is 
considerably on tho right side of 40 he 
is bnid, and being very fair liis wliito 
])ate may be seen glimiuering a mile 
oil". He learns his speeches thoroughly, 
and has the knack of repeating them 
lluontly, but the old, old fault of not 
being a) do to conceal the tiick in liis. 
This, however, is such a common thing 
in the House of Commons that of it- 
self it would pass uiinuticod; fellow 
feeling makes us wondrous kind, and 
that is an ofl'euco which would bo gon- 
orously winked at. '.Mr. Jenkins unfor- 
tunately flourished h,s manuscript, as if 
ho feared ho .should forget his speech, and 
bo obliged to have resort to it.

Mr.Jenkins 
grandly waved his band at every sen- 
tonoo, for tho space of half an hour; it 
liecanie very monotonous. I can 
promise Mr. Jenkins that he v.-iU rise 
next time to address the House a de- 
jiraciatod article. A few more such 
failures as that of Monday night will 
settle the hon. gontlemftii completely.
